LEN MILL IN THE OlTV OF VICTORIA. 



WHERK.AS IT rSDE.SIRABLE 
tliat :i WuuilL'U ilill for llio mauu- 
factiu'o of bluiikut.-^, lliiinoLi, Ac, bo es- 
tablislu'd ill tlio City of Victoria, anii tho 
Corporution of tho said City are desirous 
of ossistitig thu eatnblishmcnt 'of^ such a 
manufactory by exemption from taxation 
and by grunting a sum uf luoiioy to tho 
promoters of such object. 

And whereas tlie estimated cost of 
erecting a Woollen Mill is 820,000. 
" Bb"it* ther'eforeen ACTED by tho Mayor 
and Council of the City of Victoria. 

1. That when and so soon as a Mill of 
the capacity of ton- looms and eight hun- 
dred spindlt'.s shall have been orooted 
within tlio City of Victnria and fitted up 
with all the nece.ss.-iry machinery and ap- 
pliiinccA for tho manufacture of wool intio 
yarn.s, blankets, t*oc., there sli;ill be paid 
to the owner of such null out of the ro- 
veniio of the aaul City the sum of S".:.'oOO, 
and thoncoforth tho said mill, machinery 
,and,appliances, and all materials nianu- 
factiired at tho said Mill shall be exempt- 
ed from taxation by tho Municipal Coun- 
cil for .1 period of five years. ; 

2. That when the said Mil! has been in 
operatioii'for tho space of twelve mouths 
there shall bo paid to tho owner thereof 
tho further sum of §'2,500 out of tho ro- 
veniio aforesaid; ruoviui'.i) that sucli last 
iiieationcd payment sliall not be made if 
tlio said Mill .sh;ill liavo been shut down 
or shall have ceased to manufacture for a 
period of nic/ht weolis during the preced- 
ing twelve moiitli.s. 

3. That before .u,y i,.L.vii,L-i,t =liall be 
made under this liy-law the proprietor of 
such mill shall enter into a bond with two 
RufBcient sureties to keep tho said|Woollon 
Mill.in.g(Jod:Workiiig <)rder,an(i to manu- 
facture ^wool into yarns, blankets, &c. , for 
a period of five years, ;iiul shall not, dur- 

such period, bo interested in any 
other Mill of a uimilar character, or for a 
similar juirpoBe, within the. Ei;onnce of 
British Columbia, and shall not remove 
tho said Jlill, or the machinery thereto 
appertaining, during tho said period. 

•4. That no Chinaman, wlietlier a Brit- 
ish subject or not, shall bo employed in 
tho said Mill, and, if any such bo cm- 
ployed, no monies shall bo paid to the 
owner of such Mill under this By-law. 

5. This By-law may bo cited as tho 
' Woollen Mill By-law, 1881." .

DISSEMIiTATfmi INMORMA-h 
TION. 

By last mail the postmastera in this 
province received from the Ottawa 
Governmfint many copies of colored 
placards which they were instructed to 
post in conspicuous placess for the in- 
formation of the public at large. The 
V-' plftcards are intended to direct the at- 
tention of the people to the advantagr-s 
which the Northwest Territory has to 
offer settlers. The fertility of the soil, 
thojh^althfulness of- the climate, the 
|ri<ili^|s||of| ^bo^^miueral reaottrces are 
c-*''''all.dWant^d: upon in - vari colored ink; 

while in the same placard the ofler of a 
' free homestead along the line of the 
Canada Pacific Railway is conveyed to 
actual settlers. The Ottawa govern- 
ment, like all sensible men, have an 
aliiding faith in the efficacy of print- 
er's ink and liberal advertising, At- 
the same time that these placards are 
being posted throughout British Col- 
umbia similar docuiDcnts, printed in 
seven difTerent languages, are being 
disseminated throughout the United 
f rK\ngdorf,:' ih Europe, and t^he.ITnited 
' ' Statiss, and millions of copies of hand- 
books, guides, railroad maps and pros- 
pectuses are supplied to the govern- 
ment imniicratlon and the steamship 
agents for free distribution. There is 
absolutely no limit to the publication. 
Let any person svrite to Ottawa to-day 
requesting information as to the North- 
west, and the return mail will bring 
hira half a bushel of pamphlets and 
other documents bearing upon the 
country. By this means that new field 
is being rapidly occupied by a thrifty 
and enterprising population who will 
sooii become customers to the manu- 
facturers and merchants of the Do- 
rriinion. It is to this liberal system of 
advertising that tho Western States 
owe much of their prosperity. In al- 
most every city, town and village 
throughout tho civilized world there 
reside persons who are authorized to 
furnish full and reiiaye.'jaformation to 
intending emigrants, and the result is 
. ,thqt persons who leave the Old for the 
• ]^ew World are about as well informed 
with respect to their future homes as 
residents of tho now country them- 
selves. But while all this movement 
' in favor of the Korthwest of Canada 
and the Western States of the United 
States is going on, what is British 
Columbia doing to draw population to 
its shores! What steps are being taken 
to dis.seminate information respecting 
agricultural and mineral lands? How 
^inany:'persons have been niadej, ware of 
••.£he fine climate, the grand scenery, tho 
vast forests of timber, tho illimitable 
fish farms'? Where is there in exist- 
ence a single essay, hand-book, pamphlet, 
poster or scrap of printed paper 
containing the slightest information of 
value to the intending immigrant? 
Mr. A. C. Anderson's able and 
exhaustive essay, what has become 
of that'?; '"Out of print. Mr. Sproat's 
handy hand-book ? Out of print. There 
is not e.Ktant a single work or advertise- 
ment descriptive of British Columbia. 
The country is persistently neglected. 
The slightest effort is not being made to 
attract settlers and scarcely any to en- 
courage worthy enterprises. . The 
House last session did succeed in draw- 
ing a bonus of §5000 from the govern- 
ment slrong-bo.x; but it was like pul- 
ling a hook-pronge molar from a suffer- 
ing jaw, v At the beginning of the ses- 
sion wirccommended that an appropria- 
tion be made for reprinting both the 
essay and the handbook with additions 
to meet th^ altered and improved con- 
dition of afl'a Irs since they were ias'ied; 
but no notice was taken of the recom- 
mendation, although members of the 
government were good enough to say 
that it was excellent. The fact is this 
government are non[)rogrfi3sive. They 
are worse than a balking horse; for 
you may start a recalcitrant equine bv 
an application of red pepper; but no- 
thing short of an explosion of nitro 
fjlycerine would induce this government 
to budge. Tliey neither originate ideas 
nor do they put in execution the sug 
gestions that iiicnibers of the House- 
offer. A few days ago, we hear, the 
trio did order two ihou.'sand (I) copies of 
a useful publication of a gentleman 
now in Victoria, de.scriptive of British 
Columbia; but a proposition which wa.s 
subraitted,to the Victoria City Council 
to subscribe for a similar number of 
the publication has beeri met by the 
government organ published in this 
city with contumely and insult. Did 
the government, mean while, repent of 
its liberality and enterprise and in- 
struct its organ to oppose the pro- 
ject ? Now, the gentleman referred to 
has always taken a warm interest in. 
the city and province, and he has prov- 
ed his faith by his works. Not only 
has he constantly drawn attention to 
the resources and beauties of the coun- 
try, but he has actually ancceedad in in- 
ducing steamboat proprietors to reduce 
freights one-half during the summer 
monthsBOthatexcursion partiesmay visit 
us during the summer months. What 
ever might have been tho opinion of 
our not over nice contemporary respect- 
ing the proposition, it might afc least 
havoreferred tothe matterin a becoming 
spirit and discussed it with decency. 
The reference to "adventurers,""darkey 
minstrels," "acrobats," etc., in con- 
nection with the offer, is contempt- 
ible; and the statement that the work 
could be done much better here than 
abroad is an untruth. It coultl not be 
done here at all. For our part 
we wish the city could afiFord tO' subr 
scribe for 100,000 copies of what we 
havo reason to believe will prove a 
most useful and valuable publication. 
Whether so siiiall a matter as 2000 
copies would prove of much practical 
service in circulating information is an- 
other question. But, certainlj^, in the 
absence o£rariy-deBoripti?e' ■ffork* upon 



a snbject abounding in interest to every 
resident of the country, the^man'^-who 
proposes to lift ever so little "the veil 
that hidfa the resources of this "mag- 
nificent province" should receive a gen- 
tlemanly hearing instead of a shower 
of newspaper mud. . 

The City Councillors have exhibited 
a spirit of enterprise and a desire to 
keep pace with tho s[)irit and genius 
of this progressive age by adopting a 
resolution that points towards, the in- 
troduction of the electric light for 
street and household purposes. Coun. 
Boyd's resolution is a movement in the 
proper direction; but it moves too far 
and oilers induoemonts which cannot 
be legally given and which would 
not, we feel sure, ;,.meet,Avith;! the ap- 
probation . of ratepayers, ■« We refer 
more particnhirly to the proposition to 
grant an exclusive rii;ht for lightins the 
city by means of electricity. Some 
months ago wo felt called on to ojipose 
the granting of an exclusive right for 
the manufacture of woolen goods with- 
in the province. We argued that a 
franehi.se of the kind would be, in the 
first place, injurious to tho coniuion- 
wcalth inasmuch as it would prevent 
competition for a term of years; and, 
secondly, that tlie government had not 
the power under the constitution to 
grant e.icclusive privileges to any one 
for any purpose. Our tirst objection 
appealed to tho conmion sense of the 
public; and the second objection was 
subsequently sustaino 1 by the attor- 
ney general who expressed tho opinion 
in the House that power was not vested 
in any province of tho Dominion to 
grant exclusive rights. That-'portion 
of the resolution, therefore, it would be 
idle to discuss, as the power cannot be 
conferred. To the other portion of the 
proposition wo also have an objection 
to offer. Why .should not the city un 
dertake to supply light as it now sup- 
plies water? They would thus se- 
cure tho public against exorbitant 
charges for illuminating agruts and re- 
tain a privilege which would shortly 
prove a source of revenue to the citv. 
In any case we hope that while tlio use

reaehed the experimental stage, no en- 
gagement will be entered into that will 
tie the hands of the city by binding it 
to sign a contract for any particular in- 
vention until all the systems now 
undergoing test in London and else- 
where have had a fair trial. In Lon- 
don and Liverpool sections have been 
assigned'to threecompaniesto illuroinatc 
for three years and while so much un- 
certainty exists as to the best .system, 
small towns like Victoria would 
act wisely should they hesitate to com- 
mit themselves iu any way to tho adop- 
tion of any particular system. There 
can be no reason to doubt that the race 
of gas as an illuminator is nearly run. 
Jablockoff has written its epitaph. 
The day is not far distant when from 
a powerful steam engine located in a 
central part of this city will be con- 
ducted a wire through every street and 
into every dwelling and workshop to 
which light will be supplied as readily 
and far less expensively than by the 
present means. But the city should 
not be in too big a hurry to adopt any 
invention until all shall have had a 
thorough teat

A BYLAW 

FOR RAISING A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON 
REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTV. 



BE IT ENACl'ED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of the Corporation of 
tho Ci'y of Victoria, as follows; 

1. Tho "Victoria Rovo'nuo By-Law, 
1879," the "Victoria Amendment Reven- 
ue By-Law, 1879," and tho "Rovanuo By- 
Law, 1880," arc horoby repealed. 

2. I'rom and after the passage of this 
By-Law tho general Municipal Revenue 
of tho City shall be raised, levied and. col- 
lected for the usoof tho corporation, from 
such sources as are hereinafter prorided. 

3. There shall ho raised, levied and col- 
icctod in eacii year upon all the Real and 
Personal Property mentioned in the as- 
sessment roll for tho time being in force 
in the City an equal rate of eight-tontlia 
of ono per cent, on tho assessed value 
thereof as appears by tho said roll. 

4. The aforesaid taxes shall be due and 
payable by the person or persons liable 
for the same to the collector of the Muni- 
cipal Council at his ofiico in the City 
Council Chambers, Victoria, on tho first 
day of Juno in eacli year. 

5. Every person using any of the trades, 
occupations, professions or business in 
Schedule "A" hereunto annexed particu- 
larly described shall take out a periodical 
license for such period as iii the said 
Schedule "A" is si»t out, paying tliero- 
fure such periodical sum as is there spo- 
cificd, which said sums shall respectively 
bo paid in - advanca to and for tho use of 
tho Corporation of the City of Victoria 
and their successors. 

6. Ko person shall uso, practice, carry 
on or exercise any trade, occupation, pro- 
fession or business in tho said Schedule 
"A" described, or named without having 
taken out and had granted to him, her or 
them a license in that behalf. Tho licen- 
ses to be granted as aforesaid may be in 
tho. form iu Schedule "B" to this By-Law 
and tho same are to bo granted so as to 
terminate on the 30th day of Juno and 
the 3l3t day of December. 

7. Tho annual taxes montionod and 
authorized to be assessed, lovicd and col- 
lected by the Municipal Council of tho 
City of Victoria and by virtue of the 
"Victoria Road Tax By-Law, 1877," and 
the " Victoria Road Tax Amendment 
By-Law, 1877," and the "Road Tax 
Amendment By-Law, 1881" shall form 
part of the general Municipal Revenue 
aforesaid and shall be levied and assessed 
in addition to all other rates and taxes. 

8. There shall bo assessed, levied and 
collected upon and front the owner of ev- 
ery dog running at largo within tho city 
limits an annual rate of S2.00 for oach 
such dog, and for this purpose the har- 
bouror of any dng for tho space of one 
mouth shall be deemed the owner thereof. 

9. On payment of any rate under; the 
last preceding section the collector of tho 
Municipal Council shall furnish the owner 
of the dog in respect to which such rate 
is paid with a receipt and also a tag or 
mark to be attached to a collar placed 
around the nock of such dog. 

10. The penalties and procedures for 
enforeinjj this %-Law shall bo those Con- 
tained in .lections 113 and 116 of tho 
'•Municipahty Act, 1881." 

11. In tho CDUstriictiiin of this By-Law 
in describing or referring to any person 
or party, matter or thing, any word im- 
porting the masculine gender or singular 
number shall bo understood to include 
and shall bo applicable to several persons 
and parties as well as one person or 
party, and females as well as males, and 
bodies corporate as well as individuals, 
several matters or things as well as ono 
matter or thing, unless it be otherwise 
provided or there bo something in the 
subject or context repugnant to such con- 
struction. 

12. For the purposes of this By. Law 
the term "wholesalo trader" shall be 
held to mean every proprietor of an Ex- 
press Office, a Gas Company, every Invest- 
ment and Loan Society. Coal Msrohant, 
Lumber dealer. Fur trader. Foundry, 
■\VarehouBoman, and every person who 
sella goods for tho purpose of supolying 
other traders, or who advertise as whole- 
sale dealers. 

13. Tho special rate imposed by the 
"Water Works Debonturo rtnd Revenue 
By-Law, 187,7," and- thaa"ByrLaw;ito 
authorise the raising of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," shall continue to be raised, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
rates and taxes imposed under tho By- 
Law, and shall bo applied to tho purposes 
specifiodin the said By-Laws respectively. 

14. The annual tax authorised to be 
assessedj leyied.t^and collected. : by the 
"Victoria Ro'ad "rax By-Law, • 1877," as 
amended by tho "Victoria Road Tax 
Amendment By-Law, 1877," and the 
"Road Tax Amendment By-Law, 1881," 
shall continuo to bq assessed, levied and 
collected in addition to tho rate and taxes 
imposed by this By-I^aw, and shall form 
part of the general Mijn.icipal.. Revenue 
aforesaid. , . . .. ; 

15. For the purposes of this By-Law a 
retail trader shall bo held to mean every 
person carrying on any business or calling 
not otherwise specially mentioned, within 
tho City limits. 

IG. This By-Law may be cited as tho 
"Victoria Revenue By-Law, 1881."

Any club paying not less than the sum 
of S-6o for license for Billiard Tables kept 
in any club as aforesaid shall not bo re- 
quired to pay the Club License of §200, 
or, paying the License of $200 shall not 
bo cljarscd with a license for Billiard 
Tables. 

25. Each person who iiimokes opium $5 
for every six months. 

2G. Every Manufactory within the City 
making or selling its own products $10 
per annum. 

27. Every Proprietor or Manager of 
any Theatre within the City Limits for a 
single entertainment $5, and for a week 
$15, iind for a month $S0, and for 
Minor Exhibitions, for a single entertain- 
ment $S.50, and for a ^veek $7.50,. and 
for a mouth $15. 

28. Every Commercial Traveller, $10 
for every six months. 

29. Everypersoncarryingonany trading 
business or calling othec .thani those men- 
tioned in this Schedule the sum of 'S5/or 
every six months.

Regina vs. Livinfratono — This was an 
Indian case of assault on the person of an 
Indian girl named Jenny MulhpU in 
Octoberllaat near Millakathla. . ( ';- ■ ' 

M. Hiimbor was cUoseri foreman of tho 
jury. 

Jlr. JIcElmon for tho dcfonco suggested 
to tlie jury that if .my of thorn entertained 
a prejudice on one side of this case or the 
other it would Be as' Veil for.such to re- 
tiro. 

Tho Chief Justice remarked that 
although this was tho practice in some 
countrio.'j yet it was not so in English 
courts. If, howovfr, any gentlomon of 
the jury entertained an invincible preju- 
dice on one side or tho other it might be 
advisable for iheni to leavu tlio jury Lo.\. 
He could not allow tho usagu of any foreign 
country to rule hat^. 

The prosecutrix, a little girl, on being 
sworn stated tho circum.stances of tho 
case. 

Martha Milton, an Indian woman, tea- 
tified to dressing the wounds of tho former 
Avitness in October last at Metlakatlah. 

The examination of another Indian 
elicited nothing of importance beyond a 
statement of the prisoner which was not 
accepted as evidence. 

The medical testimony of Dr. Jackson 
was taken witli reference to the injuries 
observable on;^ tho girl, when she ^me 
down to this cityabout a month after the 
assault. 

Dr. Holmcken deposed to the weakly 
condition of prisoner when he was brought 
to gaol in tho first week of November. 
Ho was tiion BtitTering from pulmonary 
consumption and asthma and tho witness 
thought he WMuld not recover. 

Mr. McEhnen, addressed the jury at 
some length, and very forcibly, in behalf 
of the prisoner. The difficulty of getting 
evidence and the almost impossibility of 
cross o.Tamination in all cases through an 
interpreter wero clearly pointed out by 
the learned counsel. Evidence was re- 
viewed throughout, and tho deduction 
made that there was no proof of tho 
crime having been committed. Tho 
emaciated condition of the prisoner short- 
ly after the time the assault as alleged to 
have Leon made, was consumption. Tho 
learned counsel concluded with an earnest 
appeal to tho jury to acquit the prisoner. 

Tho prosecuting attorney in replying 
reviewed tho Viliole case Very^uarufuUy. 

After a careful summing .up. on the part 
of his Lordship, in whidi ' -the! evidence 
was reviewed and the law in such cases 
explained, tho jury retired to. consider 
their verdict. 

The jury returned shortly with a ver- 
dict of not guilty. < r ■- 1 i\ ' 

The prisoner was retained • on another 
indittraent. 

ROBBEIIV. 

Regina vs. Ryan alias Kelly — This was 
a case of assault on the person and rob- 
bery in cencort with a man named Clark 
of Richard McCue on the 29th November 
last. 

Prisoner pleaded not guilty. Mr. Mc- 

Elmen for the defence. 

Mr. T. Hendry was chosen foremen of 
the jury euipannelled in this case. 

Richard McCue, sworn and examined 
by Mr. Harrison— Was in the employ- 
ment of Mr. Murley on Yates street in 
November.lost} saw prisorieii in the Phoe- 
nix 'saloon on Monday morning, 29th 
Nov.; went to this saloon for orders; took 
a drink there; Clark accused witness of 
pushing his wife; hada twenty-dollar gold 
piece and a dollar and a half in silver in 
his pocket at tho time; was knocked down 
by Clark and then his pocket was cut and 
the money taken out; prisoner told Clark 
not to strike him while he was down; 
Clark and prisoner held him down; when 
ho got up ho found his money was gone; 
Clark wanted witness to loavo the house; 
refused to leave till ho got his money 
back; was packed across tho street to 
Morley's shop, whore he stayed till 1 p. 
m. ; had on a pair of blue overalls at the 
time; identified tho overalls produced in 
court and pointed out the holes that had 
been cut in tho pocket; laid information 
against both the assailants in tho after- 
noon. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McElmen — It 

was customary to take drinks at saloons 
when taking ordor.s; tliought the hole in 
tho pants waB big enough to let out a 
twenty-dollar piece; could swear that tho 
money was in the right-hand pocket on 
the Monday morning in question; took 
out the piece of money in the Albion 
saloon before going into the Phoenix; only 
had one drmk before that; was not alto- 
gether insen.sible from the blow; did not 
make the holes himself; said to prisoner 
that Clark was tho instifator of tho of- 
fenco, and that if Clarke had not struck 
him he would not have lost his money; 
did not know who got the money; the 
prisoner had witness by the legs; had a 
drink with prisoner after he got up; would 
swear the money was taken while he was 
down and that it was not lost out; had not 
seen his money; Clark left the country 
shortly afterwards; said in tho police 
court and said now that between Kelly 
and Olark he lost his money; was sure 
that he took out his money to pay for a 
drink at the Albion and for no oMier pur- 
pose; might have said in tho police court 
that when taking his pencil out of his 
pocket to take down an order tho money 
might have come out with it. 

J. Gerow, sworn — Remembered tho 
29th March last; saw the prosecutor go 
out that morning; ho was quite sober; 
was brought back intoxicated, with blond 
on his face; was taken m and put on Mr. 
Morley's bed perfectly helpless. 

To tho court — It was about Ha. m. 
when ho' was brought back; about 1 p. ni. 
he got up but could hardly stand. 

George Blackall, sworn — Was proprie- 
tor of tho Albii ^n saloon on Yatns street; 
romombcrcd tho prosecutor calling at his 
place and taking orders for soda^vater and 
lemonade; when he returned with the 
goods he took a pencil out of his pocket 
and with it a gold piece and-two half dnl- 
dollars; changed a twenty-dollar gold 
picco for prisoner's brother about 8 o'clk 
that evening. 

W. F. O'Connor, aupt. of city police, 
sworn — Arrested prisoner on Gth" Dec; 
could not find hira sooner; a warrant was 
issued for Clark,' too, after prisoner's ar- 
rest, but ho went away the day before 
and has not been seen since. 

John Evans, sworn — His dr.ay stand 
was opposite the Phoeni.x siiloon; on the 
29th Nov. he lieard a row in the saloon 
and went in and advised McOue to leave 
and not got into trouble. 

Cr.iss-Bxamined — There wero several 
persons in the saloon at the time; McCuo 
was tho worse for liquor, but spoke sen- 
sibly enough. 

Chas. Todd, supt. of provincial police, 
sworn— Prisoner had made an attempt to 
escape from gaol. 

Tho counsel for the defence objected to 
the evidence. Objection sustained. 
..John Stevens I Bworn — Knew Richard. 
McOue, the prosecutor in this case; he 
\nis in the Ominoca saloon on Sunday 



night, the 28th; lie had a $20 gold piece 
in his possession then i ' which he.gave to a 
man named Fra'nlci to take' c^ra of a for 
him. V " u ^' 

Walter Broughner sworn— AVas proprio- 
tor of thePhcenix saloon immediately after 
Clark left; some of the lic^uor left by 
Clark was different from any liquor he had 
ever tasted; it caused dizziness in tho 
head: witness destroyed all the liquor 
that was behind tho bar at that time; 
thought that there was something wrong 
about it. . . J » . ■' 

Mr. iMcElmon remarked that there 
were witnesses examined in the police 
court that wore/nOtrfpMojH^ing at this 
trial. - - • . • 

Mr. Harrison did not call those wit- 
nesses, because thuy wero not necessary 
for tho prosecution, and called Mr. Mc- 
Elmen's attention to tho depositions on 
which tho word "defence" wa.s marked. 

Jaine.i Ryan, for the defence, explained 
how ho had obtained the 320 gold piece 
that ho changed at the Albion. McOue 
had told witnosa to-day that Clark was 
thu man ho wanted, and that if Clark had 
not struck him (MoCue) there would have 
been no trouble. 

Sing Kee, a Chinaman, sworn, in the 
usual English manner— Recollected the 
29th November last; saw tho man Mc- 
Cuo at the Phoenix saloon; ho wanted a 
drink, Clark said no; then lie went close 
to Mrs. Clark; then Clark hit him on tho 
nose and he fell back; (witness showed 
tho Court liow this was dono amid much 
laughter) no sabbeo Kelly; no see him at 
all; Mr. Evans asked McCue to go away; 
me'go away then, ''and' no iioo nothing 
more. 

Cross-o.Tainined by the prosecuting at- 
torney — Was there to sell vegetables; that 
was his business; as soon as tho tall man 
(moaning Evans (asked McCue to go away 
he went away too; went away quick; 
knew all about tho oath he had taken; 
know the book too; (much merriment was 
caused by this witness' gesticulations, and 
his energetic and peculiar Chinese method 
of giving evidence.) 

Mr. McElmen aontendod tliat if a rob- 
bery had been committed, it was done by 
Clark and not by his client. As soon as 
the place became too hot for him he left 
the country> lyhioh was proof of his guilt. 
The evidence adduced did not in any way 
implicate tho prisoner at tho bar. All thvi 
evidence pointed at Clark an'd not at 
Ryan or Kelly. The learned counsel 
commented, on the great length of time 
the prisoner had been kept in gaol on so 
weak a case. 

Mr. Harri.son, for tlie Crown, replied to 
auiiiu of tho points raised by the opposing 
counsel, and commented upon the evi- 
dence brought forward by the prose- 
cution. 

Tho learned Chief Justice in summing 
up remarked that although tho evidence 
against the prisoner was not very strong, 
yet it was, in his opinion, sufficient for 
conviction, if the jury so considered. 
Tho prosecutor lost his money, and the 
only two persons wlio wore near him were 
Clark and the prisoner, He thought the 
evidence was stronger .against Clark than 
Kelly. "With reference to the pants',' it 
was quite possible for the money to have 
been taken out. It appeared to hinv that 
the hole had been cut and at that particu- 
lar timo. There did not appear to bo 
any spite on tho part of the prosecutor 
against oil.her Clark or the prisoner. His 
Lordship commented on the very common 
thing of shaking hands, and that it was, ■ 
especially in this province, a meaningless 
custom. Peaplo shook hands here with 
one another and took drinks who had no 
love, friendship, or even kindly feu ling 
existing between them. After explaining 
the nature of tho ofTanco charged against 
the prisoner, and the duty the jury had to 
perform, thoy retired to consider their 
verdict. 

At 7.30, to which timo tho Court ad- 
journed, the jury returned with a verdict 
of guilty of a common assault. 

Mr. McElmen, for tho prisoner, then 
reserved the point that such a verdict 
could not be sustained under the indict- 
ment. His Lordship took a note of the 
point to bo argued before the full Bench. 

Tho Court then adjourned till Monday 
next, at 11 a.m. 

Thrcaerli From Tale. 

The steamer Western Slope arrived 
from Yale, Wustininster, &c., at5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon bringing 40 passen- 
gers. She mNde eight landings on. the 
way down and arrived on time. This af- 
ternoon at one o'clock she will start on 
the return trip. 

BtACK Sand Deposit.— Mr. Jensen of 
tho Occidental Hotel, returned by tho 
Princess Louise from a visit to the North- 
east end of the Island. He went to Capo 
Commerell, where, following directions, 
he found a large deposit of black sand on 
tho beach. Following up a runltt he dis- 
covered that ho ran over a bed of black 
sand and rightly concluded that the de- 
posit on the beach proceeded from tho 
flat facing the beach. He dug through 
loam to another thick stratum of black 
sand, in which it is believed that cold 
exists in t;;;;uitities that will pay to work. 
Tho deposits :'re verv extensive and easily 
got at. .\t Gold Bluff, California, tho 
black .'sand which is found below hii;h water 
mark, is secured with diflioulty and h.is 
to be packed out on mule back. At Cape 
ConimertU there is not tho slinhtest diffi- 
culty in working the '"lead." Mr. Jen- 
sen brought down a considerable quantity 
of the sand which may bo soon at his 
hotel and will bo submitted to test. 



SuBZ Can'au Shares. —It would appear 
from recent statements by .Mr. Gladstone 
in the: .House of Commons that the late 
Lord Beaaiins6eld made an excellent bar- 
gain for the British Government in the 
shares of the Suez Canal Co., inasmuch 
as thoy have greatly risen in value. Tho 
6000 and odd shares cost £4,07(i,000, be- 
ing at tho rate of £23 a share. Theso 
shares are now being sold at £78 a share, 
which would make them to bo "ow worth 
about £-4,750,000 above the price given 
for them in 1875. Tho interest cupons 
on the shares at the time of purchase 
wero detached from them until the year 
1894, after which Her Majesty's govern- 
ment would become entitled to take divi- 
dends upon the shares. In the meantime 
they were to receive 5 pur cent, upon tho 
purchase money from the Egyptian Qov- 
ornment, which has been regularly paid.

On thu 9th inst. a largo fire broke out in 
the city causing great damage and throwing 
hundreds out of employment. The "i3on 
Marche" dry goods store employed 2800 
persons, the . "Grands ' Magazine" du 
Louvre" 2300, and the "Printemps" 900 
persona. About 9 o'clock on Wednesday 
morning, it was discovered that the 
"Printeinps'' was on fire and half an hour 
later tho whole building was in llamea. 
The proprietor and wifo and 300 clerks 
slept in the building. Most of the num- 
b'er'had bali^el^ timo to escape, some were 
killed and over thirty wounded. As the 
American drug store was opposite, all the 
victims wero brought in there. Many 
doctors rushed to the scene to give their 
help. Tho "Printemps" continued burn- 
ing for two days. Even to-day they are 
still throwing water. The cause of the 
fire is not yet known. Some attribute it 
is an explosion of gas, others to an incen- 
diary. Just fancy, that in Paris there are 
no fire engines — only three altogether, 
and theso of such little force as to be ol- 
most useless. It was reported to Now 
Vork that ''the lire-engines were making 
towards tho burning buildings at their 
usual rapid 'rate of three miles an hour. " 
Anyliow it was three-quarters of an hour 
'ore any isaistanco was on tho spot, and 
then it was useless — too late. Public sub- 
scriptions have been opened andmany con- 
certs, i&o., have been given for the benefit 
of these victims of the fire. Tho principal 
had no partners and tho loss is set down 
to about twelve uiillions of francs, part of 
which is covered by insurance. 

Tho news of the assassination of the 
Czar of Russia on Sunday was very start- 
ling. What aterribledeathforhiiu,andhow 
often had the Nihilists tried to kill him ! 
It is reported hero, that on receiving 
the news the Emperor of Germany dis- 
missed his guard and personal attendants, 
o.^claimiiig, "What use is it to have a bo- 
dy guard. Thoy cannot prevent mo from 
being killed any more than my nephew." 
Then ho went out and promenaded Berlin 
a'one. 

Tho winter in England has been far 
moro severe than in Paris. Hero this 
year wo have'eoCiiuou cold Miireh winds 
and since tho beginning of tho month fires 
have been insupportable. Heavy outside 
clothing has been cast aside for lighter 
apparel and I can assure you it is much 
warmer here now than in July and August 
last smmmer in England. This is unusual 
in Paris.

Freserved cat's longuti are sold by tho 
pound.

Complainant said that if defendant had 
asked for damages he would have paid 
him. He valued the fowls beyond money. 

The Mnuistrate decided the legal points 
raised. He was satisfied the defendant 
killed the fowls; but ho did not think 
that tho law contsmplatbd imUiug the 
criminal law in force in a case of this kind. 
There did not appear to have been any 
malace and the remedy, if any, lay in a 
civil court. Summons dismissed.
